AND GOES TO JOIN omer MANGUS. 


Special Dispateh to The Times. 

Benson, Ariz., March 30.— Con- 
gressional Committee v ed at 
Tucson this afternoon by Gov. Zulick, 
Gen. McCook of Colorado, Judge 
Barnes of the First Judicial District,

Campbell. The Tucson delegation is 
bound for Fort Bowie, where.

Orook is expected to arrive. to-morrow 
with Geronimo, Natchez, Chibuahaa,

nora. Gov. Zulick will holda serious 
consultation with Gen. Crook, and it is 
believed that he will make 4 requisition 
tor Geronimo and other ring · leaders to 
have them turned over to the civil 
authorities for trial. Gov. Zulick de- 
clines to outline his programme at 
present. The Tucsonites have given 
the Congressional Committee a severe 
earache on the Indian question. The 
general belief is that the ringleaders 
will be executed. This morning's 
Tucson Star says that Gen. Crook and 
. policy are fully vindicated.

Krr West, Fla., March 30. — Five 
blocks in the center of this city have 
been burned this morning. The fire is 
still raging. It started in the San Car- 
los Theater, at 1 o’clock this morning. 
The Episcopal and Baptist churches are 
among the buildings consumed. 

Ker West, March 30.—Over fifty 
bouses are already burned, including 
the Masonic Hall, three or four cigar

#100,000. Fifteen persons were in- 
jared, of whom six were taken to the 
Marine Hospital, and the others on 
board the men-of-war. No lives were 
lost.

The symptoms are those of 
chronic diphtheria, but the victim dies 
in a few hours after being attacked. It 
bu ffles the skill of the oldest physicians. 
Over two hundred cases haye been re- 
ported, and twenty-one deaths had 

occurred up to noon to-day. The 
greatest consternetion exists among the 
people.

Powderly and Gould Reach an 
Agreement 


FOR TERMINATING THE GREAT STRIKE. 


The Freight Blockade Again Partly Raised, 
but More Troops Summoned to 
the Scene of Trouble. 
Assocnated Pees Dispatches to the Times. 

New York, March 30.—Powderly, 
accompanied by Turner, Bailey, Hayes 
and McDowell, held a conference with 
Jay Gould, George Gould and Vice-

ference ended at 3 o'clock, when it 
adjourned, to meet again to-morrow 
morning. It is stated that considerable 
progress has been made in the negotia- 
tions fora settlement by arbitration, 
but the whole matter is in such a crude 
state at present that no details or 
results of the day's labor can be made 
public.

‘THE STRIKERS. 


Treins Moving but Trouble Feared 

\ —Treeps Sammened. 
Sr. Louis, Merch 30.—At East St. 
Louis no serious disturbance had oo- 
curred up to noon, although several at- 
tempts to start out freight trains have 
been resisted by strikers. An Illinois 
and St. Louis railway engineer was 
approached by a number of strikers, 
who requested the engineer to desert 
his post. This he refused to do, and 
the men killed“ the engine and took 
it back to the roundhouse. On the 
Vandalia tracks an attempt was made to 
make up a freight train, bat t the engi- 
neers complied with the request of the 
strikers and the train was abandoned. 
No opposition, however, was offered to 
the efforts of the Wabash to resume 
freight traffic, aud it succeeded in send. 
ing out a freight train. 

MORE TRAINS SENT OUT. 

Sr. Lours, March 30.—Three freight 
trains started ont this morning from 
the Missouri Pacific yards, guarded by 
a strong force of police. There were 
no crowds of any size congregated in 
the yards at the time, and no trains 
were molested at any point along the 
route. It is stated that the company 
could now run their regular number of 
trains could’ the necessary number of 
men be procured to run them. 
The Iron Mountain road has sent out 
four freight trains, without molestation, 
to-day. 

A PROMINENT KNIGHT ABRESTED. 
Judge Advocate McGary, of the 
Knights of Labor, was arrested yester- 
day on a charge of trespassing on the 
Missouri company’s property.

TROOPS CALLED 0 
Sr. Louis, March 30 The Sheriff, of 
St. Clair county has telegraphed Gov. 
Oglesby that fifteen hundred atrikers 
at East St. Louis are blockading all 
freight trains and hold the State of 
Illinois in contempt, and that it is folly 
to attempt to move traius in the absence 
of a strong force of troops. The Gover- 
nor has ordered the company at Decatur 
to go to East St. Louis.
